Well, 
Buppoae he Was J .whati of it i" Was 
ha, wicked above all the Blnnors who 
wMe opposed to Oonfodoratioo ia 18u8 ? 
Ho is ohargoil with having bccomo a 
convert in 1870, and huving gone to 
Ottawa to iiegotiato terms. Is it anyi 
thing to tho Doctor's diaorodit that he 
was brotrgbt'to Bee the error ot bia ways, 
and tb'at he had- the morarconrage to 
relinquish iho wrong and espouHO tho 
' ■ right ? It ia next obargod that tho 
Doctor endorsed tho Terms whioh ho 
helped to negoliate, in his election ad- 
'. dross issued last week, Why should'ni 
'^"'ho'^endorBo tho Terms ? He agreed to 
- -.them at Ottawa, and they have beoii 
admitted o:i all hands to bo highly la- 
vorablo to Briliah Columbia. But it 
accurs to uh lo remark that tho chici 
fault of tho Doctor's address consists in 
the fact that ho can hardly bo said to 
bftve f endorsed theTerma.^ It uppoars 
' t6 n8 that he hat, in his to obsoura and 
neutral enurjciatioos, laid bimaoil 
open to a very different char<;o, 
oapocially when ho says » Thsre may, 
howovor, bo ovon yet an atom of 
hope that before the Terms of 
DniOD are disposed of, certain amend- 
ments of the Tariff will be allowed.' As 
ono ot tbo Dolegatoa who negotiated 
the Torrus and agreed to thorn at Ottii- 
wa, it appears lo us that he was scarce 
ly in tho position to ' play fast and loose' 
with ihem here. Tbe.'final charge ia 
that, baviDg endoned tbo.Terma in his 
address and having, at apnblio meeting, 
declared his determination to stand by 
ihem, be has pablished ' a letter, lu 
which ho is prepared to alter tho Terms.' 
How, wo .ail to discover any thing 
necegsarilly iiiconaisteut in the position 
taken by the Doctor ip his published 
address, at the public mooting, and in 
his letter. Tho Terms have boon ne- 
gotiated and agreed to by tho Dominion 
Govornmont, and, whilo he woold un- 
d ) ■btedly ba prepared to stand by them, 
as against any and every attempt to re- 
• jed Gonfederation unless fresh conditions 
./'■■•be first- conceded by Canada, it doeH 
not, as it appears to us, follow that 
there is anything lOally inconsistent in 
asking the Pominiou Govorpmeni mean" 
while lo fcgreo to tho insertion of a 
fjesb condition. By adopting this course 
the Terms would not be opened in that 
sense which would release the Canadian 
v^overnraent ; <ind there would be this 
'^oaterial advantage that Coufederatiou 
need neither be imperiled nor delayed. 
If the Canadian Government agreol to 
the inseriion of the new condition, it 
woBld only remain for the looftl Legisla- 
''^ Wte t'o aocepd^he amended TermB. But 
if, oc the ot.er hand, tho Canadian 
Government diatiucily declined to inbart 
the desired condition, and holdout no 
hope of bettor terras, the local Ltgisla- 
tare would know definately what it had 
to deal wil^, and act accordingly. It 
' would iKen r'einain for it to decide 
whether tho country ibould accept Con- 
fede.-alion upon tho Terms offered, or 
refuse Confederation ailogother, booauae 
it O'juld not get a condition which Cana- 
da' would not grant. This, it will readi- 
ly be observed, woold be a very differ, 
ent position from that whioh the Legia- 
lature must occupy, should the othor j 
course bo adopted. Thus it will be seen | 
that while Dr. Helmckon Is, as he baa 
declared, prepared to stand by the Terms, 
as against any attempt at thrusting in 
a now ooDditioa in the dark, and mak- 
ing it a sine qua non of Oonfederaiion, 
he ia not prepared to stand by them aa 
' i^feins't any safe and feasible effort to 
obtain the sanction of tho Dominion 
Government lo any additional condition 
which might promise good results. The 
diatuiciion haa, W8 trost, been made; 
Hufliciontly clear. And now, having 
disposed ot Sin, [wo again cravo tho
